This huge group of well- 
meaning people are doing them- 
selves a great disservice as a 
result of their ignorance about 
their own bodies, With their 
frequently self-prescribed 
drugs to calm themselves down 
or pep themselves up, they are 
asking for possible heart dam- 
age, and in turn, endangering 
their own lives. 

DRUGS ARE “POISONS 

When a physician prescribes 
a drug as medicine, he very 
carefully weighs the risk of 
giving it to the patient against 
the risk of not doing so, be- 
cause he knows that technically 
Speaking all drugs are “poi- 
sons.” (This does not apply 
to vitamins and hormones giv- 
en in small amounts to repair 
a deficiency.) 

Drugs are used as medi- 
cine because they exert on the 
body, or on the bacteria at- 
tacking it, one kind of poison- 
ous effect which counteracts 
or reduces the effects of an- 
other kind of poisoning that 
we call disease, 

But even if a drug has been 
prescribed by a physician, it 
still should not be regarded 
as completely free of more or 
less harmful side effects. This 
Should point up the danger to 
people who decide to take drugs 
without prescription for what- 
ever pleasant or socially de- 
Sirable effects they believe will 
be produced ( pain killers, 
Sleeping pills, alcohol, and to- 
bacco are included here.) 
HEART DAMAGE 

Certain medications pre- 
scribed by physicians have been 
shown to cause heart damage 
if large doses are taken over 
a long period of time. Some 
pep drugs (tricyclic and pip- 
eridine antidepressant groups) 
can cause changes in the 
heart rhythm. The second of 
these is also known to aggra- 
vate pre-existing coronary ar- 
tery disease. 

One cardiologist, presenting 
a paper at a Heart Associa- 
tion seminar, reported that en- 
largement of the heart, or even 
heart attacks could result from 
long-term intake of two other 
groups of drugs (phenothiazin 
tranquilizers and imipramine 
antidepressants). 

He suggested that if peo- 
ple are to take these drugs 
over long periods of time their 
doctors should take electro- 
cardiograms (to check on 
heart rhythm) and chest X- 
rays (to check on heart size) 
every three to six months to 
detect possible changes. He 
also had found that heart dam- 
age and rhythm changes may 
last for months or even per- 
manently after the drug intake 
has stopped.

mine inhibitors) is that people 
who take them and also drink 
red wines or eat certain che- 
esesS may show marked eleva- 
tions of blood pressure, High 
blood pressure, if unchecked, 
can lead to heart attacks, 
Stroke, or kidney disease, 

As for the mind-altering 
drugs, abused mainly by young 
people, none damages the heart 
directly, as far as we know, 
However, we do know that they 
have an adverse effect on the 
circulatory system, chiefly by 
acting on nerves regulating the 
heart beat and the function of 
peripheral blood vessels. The 
hundreds of deaths that occur 
every year in young persons 
taking these drugs result from 
their stopping breathing -- a 
result of the drugs’ direct ef- 
fect on the respiratory center

Prisoners Of War Are Being Used As Pawns 
In Propaganda Plan

Whatever the final dispo- 
sition of the three American 
POW’'s who just returned from 
North Vietnam, one thing is 
certain--all the prisoners of 
war are being used as pawns 
in the propaganda plan of the 
Communist North Vietnamese. 

It is not hard to see that 
by releasing these three men 
to anti-war demonstrator types 
like David Dellinger (Chicago 
Seven), Cora Weiss (anti-war 
activist) and William Sloan 
Coffin (militant draft evasion 
counselor) and insisting that 
they no longer serve the Am- 
erican war effort, that North 
Vietnam hopes to strengthen 
the American pacifist move- 
ment, encourage McGovern for- 
ces and induce the remaining 
prisoners to “cooperate” with 
the enemy. 

In my opinion, this latest 
ploy by the Communist North 
Vietnamese is just another bru-

tal act in the continuing play 
using American POW’s as 
props--all in violation of the 
Geneva Convention. 

It is rather ironic, however, 
that these three American ser- 
vicemen chose to come home 
in military uniform, thus put- 
ting a considerable damper on 
the Communist propaganda 
fires fanned by Dellinger,Cof- 
fin, Weiss and others. These 
three men chose of their own 
free will to rejoin society in 
the uniforms of our military 
services despite the repeated 
pressures placed on them by 
the anti-American activists. 

There have been some ques- 
tions about the servicemen get- 
ting leave. This will be taken 
care of. A bill which I intro- 
duced to allow members of the 
Armed Forces who are POW's 
or MIA’s to accumulate un- 
limited leave was recently pas- 
sed by the House. I believe 


a similar bill will soon be 
passed by the Senate and signed 
into law. 

Previously, a serviceman 
could only accumulate up to 
90 days annual leave if he 
served in a hostil fire zone 
in excess of 120 days. Under 
the new bill, leave time will 
accrue to missing servicemen 
without limitation. 

Three of our POW’s are 
back. It would have been just 
as easy for the North Vietna- 
mese to have released all our 
POW’s and thus have taken 
the necessary action to end 
this long war. Unfortunately, 
the North Vietnamese did not 
do this. 

At this point, Americans 
must welcome home Major E]l- 
lis and Lieutenants Charles and 
Gartley, and hope that the other 
POW/MIA’s will be following 
them soon. 


Tough Senate Anti - Hijacking Bill Aimed At 
Stopping Air Piracy 


The United States Senate last 
week took bit inteeth and passed 
a tough anti-hijacking bill that, 
hopefully, will bring world-wide 
attention to the need to put 
a step to air: piracy. Although 
hijacking of airplanes started 
as an internal problem of the 
United States, it has now grown 
to alarming world wide propor- 
tions, to the point that the lives 
of millions of air travelers 
are endangered and millions 
of dollars worth of valuable 
aircraft have been diverted 
from their flight paths and some 
destroyed

the nations of the world com- 
munity have agreed tothe Hague 
Convention so far But this 
forthright action by the United 
States is a substantial beginning 
toward the goal of world-wide 


enforcement of laws against 
this offence. Piracy onthehigh 
seas was eliminated only after 
pirates no longer had the sec- 
urity of a safe refuge from jus- 
tice.

The Elba Tigers took the 
football field last Friday night 
wondering just how good the 
Enterprise Wildcats were, and 
left after the game convineed 
they had met an army, After 
the Wildcats broke loose late 
in the second quarter, they 
seemed to have complete con- 
trol of the game until the final 
whistle blew 

The Elba defense held the 
Enterprise eleven scoreless 
until 1:53 was left in the first 
half and then a pass to End 
Bruce Heath put Enterprise on 
the scoreboard, The PAT fai- 
led and the score was 6-0 
Enterprise, 

After the Enterprise kick 
it was Elba’s ball on the twen- 
ty. Flowers passed to Leon 
Bullard for ten yards to the 
thirty and then when Elba at- 
tempted to execute the flea- 
flicker that ALWAYS seems to 
work for the Tigers, the Enter- 
prise defensive man read the 
intentions immediately and 
broke it up causing a fumble 
that was promptly jumped on 
by his teammate. Three plays 
later Enterprise had six more 
points and 25 seconds. were 
left on the clock. The two- 
point PAT failed and the score 
stoodat 12-0, Enterprise. 

Demp Holley got the next 
Enterprise kick back to the 
43 yard line. On the first play, 
Flowers attempted to pass and 
was hit, dropping the ball. It 
was scooped up by Enterprise 
and run in for another TD. 
This time the PAT was good 
and the score was 19-0 with 
three seconds left in the half. 

Elba took the second half 
kick-off and after loosing back 
to the eleven Jimmy Bailey 
kicked short and the ball was 
on the 49. Enterprise was held 
and a 15-yard penalty put them 
back in their own territory in 
a punting situation. Jones 
kicked to the Elba 25. Elba 
got one first down before kick- 
ing to the Enterprise 25. The 
Wildcats went to work with both 
teams getting a 15-yard penalty 
before Rick Nixon plowed over 
from the 2 adding six more to 
the Enterprise. The PAT was 
good and the score was 26-0. 

Again Elba was forced to 
punt after losses couldn’t be 
overcome. Bailey’s kick rol- 
led dead on the Enterprise 8 
yard line. Enterprise got one 
first down before being forced 
to kick. The ball was out of 
bounds at the 41 and Elba took 
over in good field position. 
However, the Tigers couldn’t 
get rolling and Enterprise took 
over on downs on the 41. 

The Wildcats couldn’t get 
the ball to mid-field and kicked 
-again it was short and Elba 
got the ball on its own 36. A 
quick pass to Ronnie Powell 
netted eleven for the Tigers 
and then the long bomb to Leon 
Bullard put the Tigers on the 
scoreboard for their lone TD.
